At the New Orleans hearings, the 
committee hopes to get all the infor- 
ninti >n por,slide concerning the for­ 
estry áít’uation in the South, South 
west and Middle West. 
Invitations 
to attend the hearing will he Kent to 
men interested in the various phases 
of forestry questions in those parts 
of the country. 
The list of those in­ 
vited to the hearings includes lum­ 
bermen, conservationists, officials of 
national and state forest services, di- 
rectors-of experiment stations, college 
professors and other scientists inter­ 
ested in forestry work, county agents, 
members of the Society of American 
Foresters, editors off trade pournals 
interested in forestry, and large lum­ 
ber, paper and pulp, and other wood 
using associations. 
Similar hearings have been held in 
Chicago, Minneapolis, Spokane, Seat­ 
tle, Portland and San Francisco.
